The Statute and Case Law of the State of New Jersey Relating to 
Business Companies under the Acts Concerning Corporations, 
with Annotations and Forms. By James B. Dill, Judge of the 
Court of Errors and Appeals of New Jersey. Edition of 1910. Sin- 
nickson & Sons. Co. Pp. 250. 

Subsequent to the edition of 1902 of this work, divers statutes have 
been passed and many important decisions concerning corporations 
have been handed down. The rapidity with which the law on corpora- 
tions changes and the importance of these changes makes this present 
edition extremely valuable, for it contains all these, including those of 
the last bound volumes of reports. The author has wisely retained the 
form and notation of his previous edition, thus making it of easy 
access for those familiar with the prior work. His decisions in the 
Court of Errors and Appeals display a vast knowledge on the subject 
and his annotations in the present volume an ability to express that 
knowledge concisely and accurately. Where he has expressed a per- 
sonal opinion, there is the possibility that it will shortly be read into 
an actual decision, a result not usual in text-book opinions. 

The book is primarily a hand-book of ready reference. The digests 
of cases are reliable and the forms correct. It is a book that will be 
of valuable assistance to the busy lawyer or layman in any way inter- 
ested in a corporation existing, incorporated, or to be incorporated in 
New Jersey; whether he be an incorporator, a director, a stockholder, 
or merely a creditor of such a corporation. Each can readily ascertain 
his rights and duties, as the Court has declared them, rather than as the 
author thinks they should be.
